Though the Soviet press has buried every 
flimsy rumor about a chimerical German- 
Russian “understanding” under mountains 
of fact, the world capitalist press cannot 
divest itself of this type of odious specula- 
tion. 

Since the rumors originated in London, were em- 
bellished in Berlin, &md reached their most garish 
heights in Paris, we think that the following exposure 
by Comrade Gabriel Peri, commentator on world poli- 
tics in L’Humanite, will be of 
great interest to our readers:

The problem of German- 
Soviet relations is now the 
- Subject of intensive commen- 

tary in the French press. This 
commentary for the most part 
is noteworthy neither by its 
knowledge nor its insight. This 
is the theme which they grow 
wordy about: Germany, we 
are told, is a its ag- 
gressively anti-Soviet policy. 

There follows immediately: the U. 8. 8. R. ready 
for any lack of faith, is for its part disposed to orientate 
its foreign policy toward Berlin. 

There was a day—Dec. 25, 1933, to be exact—when 
Stalin, in a speech to the 17th Soviet Congress, settled 
accounts with the pretentious chatterers who spin dizzy 
tales about the orientation of the . S. S. R. toward 
Germany or France. 

Stalin replied to them: We have no orientation 
toward Germany, or France, or Poland, we orientated 
ourselves in the past and we will orientate ourselves 
today. . . on the U. 8. 8. R. and if the interests of 
the U. S8. S. R. require a rapprochement with such or 
such a country which has no interest in war, we will 
do so without hesitation.” 

| 0 

In other words, the policy of the U. 8. 8. R. is 
not orientated toward this or that country, but on 
peace. Hence the result that the U. S. S. R. naturally 
associates itself with the efforts of all those who have 
an interest in the maintenance of peace, and its pech 
is opposite to those ‘Who are harboring plans for 1 
gression. 


lf voices are raised in Germany to condemn ths : 


policy of international violence—that there are some 
is shown by the manifesto of the German Freedom 
Party—we rejoice with all our hearts. If Hitler Ger- 
many would renounce everywhere its plans for aggres- 
sion, we would say: “So much the better.”, 

But it is quite certain that the surest means of ex- 
cluding plans of aggression from international practice 
is to reinforce the existing pacts. It is not excluded, 
after that, that the dream of certain of Hitler’s col- 
laborators to drive a wedge between the U. S. S. R. 
and France, to divide the forces of peace, follows the 
best tradition of Nazism. These plans would be dis- 
couraged at the outset, they would not have taken 
form if France had given its full significance to the 
Franco-Soviet Pact. r 


* 

But, to say the truth, the attempt has been rather 
to lessen its significance. Except for several rare ex- 
ceptions (Leon Blum’s speech in November, Delbos’ 
speech at Chateauroux), there has been hesitation to 
defend the Franco-Soviet Pact with the necessary 
vigor. A treaty concluded by France has been at- 
tacked. with the most extreme violence without en- 
gendering an immediate counter-blow. In the hope 
of taming Hitler and on the request of Sir Robert 
Vansittart, the bureaucracy of the Quai d’Orsay has 
prepared several weeks ago an interpretation of "the 
Pranco-Soviet pact which would have deprived it of 
vitality, would have rendered it inoperative. 

It is because the Franco-Soviet Pact has been 
treated as a poor relative, it is because in the speeches 
the “union of the three democracies” (France, Eng- 
land, U. S. A.) has been exalted, with allusion to Soviet 
democracy considered in bad taste, that collective 
security has suffered so many setbacks. The strength- 
ening of the Franco-Soviet Pact would probably have 
had the effect—to give only one example—of fore- 
stalling the breaking up of the Little Entente. It is 
not Ussuski, Czechoslovak Ambassador to Paris, Who 
will deny this. 

How then could the idea not have arisen in Ger- 
many of disarticulating a diplomatic accord which one 
of the’ signatories is giving such treatment? 

May the polemics on German-Soviet relations serve 
as a salutary warning. Since a year every effort to- 
ward -the tightening up of peaceful friendships has 
been adjourned in the hope of softening the heart 
now of Hitler, now of Mussolini. A disastrous experi- 
ment. Agreethents bre now being concluded in Fu- 
rope.

and forced to go back to the dole to exist, Professor 

Harry Smith of the University of New Hampshire is 


Still collecting his pin money from the WPA, in addi- 


tion to his full-time salary as a professor of econom- 
ics. Professor Smith has been on the WPA payroll 
since about a year ago, when he got the idea of setting 
up a Workers’ Education Project in New Hampshire. 
The job of director of the project looked good to him. 
He had been useful to the Democratic politicians of 
the State and didn’t have any trouble in landing the 
job. 

Workers’ Education under Professor Smith has been 
anything but Workers’ Education. Clubwomen have 
been given courses in how to recover their overstuffed 
furniture and how to prepare and serve sickroom diets. 
The medical sergeant in the National Guard has been 
giving a course in first aid under the auspices of 
Workers’ Education. Another teacher in first aid got 
all his pupils to fork over 60 cents for a textbook, then 
disappeared with the cash. It is understood that at 
least two teachers have been on the mee who never 
went near the classes. 


Another teacher worked with the American Legion, 


holding naturalization classes for the benefit of the 


State democratic machine. No attention was paid to 
the problems of the foreign born who went to these 
classes. They ‘were taught just enough to get by, 
naturalized on the spot, and turned over to local 


This type of “workers’ education,” 


masses of workers in the stete, has caused such a 
stink here that the WPA workers began recently to 


close up the project, and it looked for a while that
